equipped, thanks to incessant study 
and thought. 
lie could teach all the 
old. veteran ministers, the chiefs of 
bureaus and the other subordinates the 
details of their own «1« partmcnts, 
lie 
says truthfully of himself: 


“ I am a better adm inistrator than 
they are. 
W hen one has been obliged 
to rack his brains to find out bow to 
feed, maintain, control and animate 
with 11, 
same spirit ami w ill 
oi 300,Hi o men a long distance from 
their country, one soon gets at 
the 
secrets of adm inistration.” 
lie reads and studies everything that 
is essential to m ilitary success and to 
Napoleon’s supremacy.

himself:
